Senator MceMillan, chalrman of the Sen-
ate commities on the District of Columbia,
is sndeavoring to persuade the Pennsylva-
nia Rallroad Company to purchuse the
square of ground bounded by Pennsylvania
avenue, fith, 7*h and B streets, in order that
In the reconstruction of their new depot it
may be :xtended to Pennsylvania avenue
and face on that magnificent thoroughfare.
Senator MeMillan hopes that the raflroad
company may see fit to act upon this sng-
gestlon and believ:s that it will not only
be a benefit to the city, but to the railroad
company. ag2 well as bringing their statlon
from off a back street to face on the most
prominent avenue of the city. The advan-
tages that will be secured by such a recon-
siruction of the depot are very great and
such a change will give this city an Ideal
rafiroad =station. |

As the tracks will come into the depot
elevated above the surface of the street,
coming in on the second floor, it will permit
B street to remain open, so that not only
the present street car tracks that run
through ithat thorpughfare will remain
there, but all passengers going to the depot

Such a hall would give the
city what It haz long needed and would be
patronized by practically all the large con-
ventions of various kinds that meet in this
ecity., Washington Is already known as the
‘eonvention eity,” and in the viry nature of
things it {# sure to be the meeting place of
national conventions. The rallroad com-
pany will probably very readily see thai
having =uch a convention hall within fts
aown depot would be a very great attraction
to travelers to take that line in coming to
conventions. Such a hall could be arranged
that it could be divided Into smaller
alls, so that it would aceommodaté prac-
tieally any kind of erowd that might as-
semble. It is to be hoped that one of our
reflroad companfes will see the foree of this
suggestion and provide Washington with
such a conventlon hall as it has long been
in need of."”

AGAINST FAKE SALES,

Draft of a Provision to Be Added to
License Law.

The attorney for the Disttlet has trans-
mitted to the Commissioners the draft of
a provision proposed to be carried into fhe
license law to prevent fake sales of al-
leged bankrupt and fire stocks. The attor-
ney states that it meets the approval of
Mr. Isadore Saks, chairman of the hoard
of trade’s committee on mercantile Inter-
ests, and of Mr. R. Ross Perry, the general
counscl of the board. It is similar to the
ordinance in force in Richmond, Va., and is
as follows:

“All persons offering to sell goods as
bankrupt stock, assignee stock, trustee
stock, fire stock or of like nature, which
shall not have been In the District of Co-
lumbia at least sixty days before sald offer,
and upon which no personal tax shall have
been paid to the District of Columbia for
at least that length of time, shall pay a
license tax of $3 per day. Any person
linble to such tax who shall prosecute his
business without having pald the same
shall be liable to a fine of not less than
$100 and not more than $250, and each
day’'s default shall be a separate offense.

Regulntiona Further Amended.

The attorney for the Distriet having so
advised, the Commissioners have further
amended article 1 of the pollce regulations
=0 as to exempt dealers in second-hand
books from that provision requiring deal-
ers in personal property to keep a record
of all transactions and to report the same
to the chiel of police.

OTIS SELECTS A BOARD

It Will Deliberate on Town Government for
Filipinos.

Carrying Forward the Movement for
Rule Instituted
Last Aungust.

Home

Without awaiting the arrival of the new
Philippine commission, General Otis is
pressing forward steadily with the instalia-
tion of civil governments in the various dis-
tricts of the Philippines., Last August he
ordered that municipal governments =hould
be established In the towns within the
limits of the United States occupation,
These governments were to be established
by the senior army officer present, and they
were established originally in the towns
along the Manila-Dagupan rallroad, and
the villages immediately adjacent to Ma-
nila. There was in each town a presidentg
and a municipal council, both elected by
the people, the president being subject to
confirmation by the commanding milltary
officer. These councils had a considerable
range of authority. They could collect
taxes, establish police force, regulate the
liguor traffle, establish schools, light the
town and enforce sanitary measures. The
president had the power to take prellmi-
nary steps in criminal cases.

A Hoard Appointed,

All these measures were tentative, and
now General Otts has taken steps to pro-
vide a more systematic and orthedox sys-
tem of governments. He has appointed a
board headed by the brightest and most
acute lawyer In the Phillppines, Cayetano
Arellano, and including scme experiencei
army officers. to ecarry out his project.
This is set out in the following order, just
received here from Manila:

“MANILA, P. L; January 20, 190,

“It being necessary and expedient at the
present time to deveiop the abridged form
of municipal government announced in
General Orders. No. 48, of August 8 las:,
from the headquarters of the department
of the Pacific and Sth Army Corps, and
prescribed to meet the temporary require-
ments of towns of the Philippines which
should be rescued from the control of arm-
ed Insurgents—a labor which, under present
circumstances, requires careful considera-
tion and mature deliberation, and in which
the chief justice of the supreme court and
the attorney zeneral of the islands have,
upon request, consented to render assist-
ance—a board is hereby called to take the
subject under advisement and deliberation
and to formulate and repart as spon as
practicable a plan of municipal government
which shall contain all necessary features
to meet requirements and which shall be
as liberal in character as existing coudi-
tions permit.
